USA CECIL F. POOLE has furnished the San Fran- 
cisco Office with a copy of the pamphlet entitled 
"California Dynasty of Communism” by KARL PRUSSION, former 
FBI counterspy. It is noted in Bulet to Los Angeles 
dated 11/2/62 that the Bureau is already in possession of 
this paper-back pamphlet and therefore it is not being 
submitted with this letter. 

USA POOLE stated that he had reviewed this pamph 
that it appeared that KARL PRUSSION had stayed within the 
bounds of the impersonation statute and, therefore, there 
was no reason for any investigation at this time. 

USA POOLE was advised that this pamphlet would 
be furnished to the Bureau in order that the Bureau records 
would' be complete. 

For the Bureau's information it should be recognized 
that USA CECIL F. POOLE is closely associated with leading 
Democratic Party officials in the State of California. He is 
very close to Governor BROWN and extremely well-acquainted 
with STANLEY MOSK, Attorney General of the State of Calif- 
ornia. It is to be noted that this particular pamphlet 
attacked the leading Democratic incumbents vho were up for 
re-election in the November, 1962 election, including 
Governor BROWN, Attorney General MOSK and State Controller 
ALAN CRANSTON. 

Now that the California, State' 'Selections have been 
completed and -all of the persons 'that were attacked by 
PRUSSION in this pamphlet have been re-elected to office, 

:it is probable that the USA at £an. Francisco will have less 
interest in the activities of PRUSSION than he did prior 
to the time of the elections.

On the same day, 
the court sentenced the Party to pay a fine of $120, 000. The Party has 
filed an appeal* 

la addition, bated on information and witnesses supplied 
by the FBI, the Attorney General filed petitions with the Subversive 
Activities Control Board requesting that twenty-seven members of the 
Communist Party, USA, be ordered to register as members of the 
Party. Twenty of the hearings have been held by the Board and fourteen 
individuals have been ordered to register* These fourteen persons have 
filed an appeal. Rulings in. the remaining six hearings already held are 
expected shortly. 

Also, since 1949, the FBI has presented evidence to the 
Department of Justice resulting in the convictions of numerous Communist 
Party functionaries under the Smith Act of 1940, and I assure you this 
Bureau will continue to handle its responsibilities with the. same dispatch

Red "Educators" Concentrate In South— 
Georgia Negro Cblleges Main Target 


TARGET SPELMAN COLLEGE 
Edwin H. Cerney, communist "art 
educator/' who was dismissed from 
Stockton College, California, In 1950 
for refusing to sign the loyalty oath, 
is now teaching at Spelman College, 
Georgia. Cexney, for more than two 
decades an active foreign agent, Is 
one of the many Reds who have been 
sent to the South to sow the seeds of 
Leninism and rebellion amongst stu- 
dents. He has been identified as ex- 
tremely active In the California Bay 
Area from 1950 to 1958, at which time 
he departed, as directed, for Atlanta, 
Georgia, with his wife, Isobel Cerney, 
an International communist emissary. 

-“Red Artist" Cerney, In addition to 
having been identified as a commun- 
ist cadre, has been associated with 
more than two score communist-front 
organizations. 

Accompanying Cerney and residing 
on the campus is his wife, Isobel Cer- 
ney. She has been and is by far the 
most active agent of the two. She has, 
over the years, traveled as a commun- 
ist International emissary throughout 
the world. 

She perjured herself in 1948 when 
she filed to run for Congress in Cali- 
fornia when she swore she was not a 
communist. Her principal activities 
have been and are today within the 
varied “peace organizations" such as 
Women's League for Peace and Free- 
dom (communist front), Sane Nuclear 
Testing, as well as the “Negro libera- 
tion" organizations. She has now, as 
in the past, together with her hus- 
band, become associated with the var- 
ious Quaker committees. She and her 
associates at Spelman are active in 
the varied sit-ins, picketing, march- 
ing and demonstrating conducted by 
the “Student Non-Violent Coordinating 
Committees." 

- ^ Protcssoi—ot - “psychology". Harry £. 
Steinmetz, who was dismissed from 
San Diego State College, California, in 
February, 1954, for his Red activities, 
is now teaching “Soviet" psychology 
at Spelman. He appeared before the 
House Committee on Un-American 
Activities in 1956. and resorted to the 
Fifth Amendment when questioned as 
to his communist party membership.

Professor G. Murray Branch Is, un- 
questionably, the most vociferous left 
educator at Morehouse College and in 
the entire Georgia Negro College Sys- 
tem.

Most of the American press has 
backed the recent demonstrative act- 
ions in our Nation for the “civil rights 
and liberation of the Negro people." 

The theory, obviously, Is that there 
should be “civil rights for the Negro, 
but not necessarily for the white citi- 
zens. For the “civil rights" for the 
Negro, is to associate with anyone he 
pleases, in schools, housing, etc. But 
the white man's "civil rights" are 
more limited: he is not to be allowed 
to decide where he shall live, eat and 
where his children shall go to school. 

In short, it is the theory of sacrificing 
the white citizens on the altar of Neg-

Negro Progress Rapid 

What is the true status of our Negro 
citizenry? They have made more pro- 
gress up the economic ladder- in the 
last 100 years than any other race- 
white, yellow or red— ever made in 
1,000 years of .history. From a condi- 
tion of absolute slavery 100 years ago, 
the Negro citizen has risen toj a point 
where he now fares better than many 
Europeans— better paid, better housed 
and better educated. From slavery 
and ignorance to an economic status 
superior to the average Frenchman, 
the average Italian, .and the average 
citizen of West Germany, 

Economic Advances 

Today the millions of Negro citi- 
zens have a total yearly Income of 
approximately $25 billion. Statistics 
of 1958 reveal that the American Neg- 
ro citizen who worked a full year 
earned a median income of $3,308 (it 
is much more today) meaning that 
half the Negro workers received more 
than this and half received less. That 

age worker in Great Britain received, 
and more than four times the esti- 
mated $800 that the average worker 
in the Soviet Union received. Twenty- 
four years ago the median Income fox 
the American Negro was $639, less 
than one-fourth what he receives to- 
day, 

Demonstrtive, .mass - pressure com- 
munist tactics were hot responsible 
for this progress. It was the normal 
evolutionary process that is derived 
from our God-given free enterprise 
system, that rewards through Initia- 
tive, ingenuity and desire to progress. 

The Negro citizen has done exceed- 
ingly well, and will continue; unless 
they become involved and engulfed 
by the revolutionary tactic ias em- 
ployed by Martin lAither King, Jr., 
and his communist associates.

Julia Clarice Brown served her country under great duress and with much 
sacrifice a$ an undercover agent for the Federal Bureau of Investigation from 
late in the summer of 1951- until May of I960, She was the principal witness at 
a hearing^ held in Washington, D.C., on June 4, 5, 6 and 7, 1962. She, therefore, 
is the. most recent undercover agent to come forth. Her testimony, throughout, 
completely exposes the fallacy that “there Is no threat from within” as ex- 
pounded repeatedly by Attorney General Kennedy and the many so-called 
“liberals." 

Mrs. Brown's testimonoy, once again, reveals the total disregard that the 
communists have for the welfare of the Negro citizenry.

Gentlemen: 

A bulletin on CHURCH AND RACE put out by the Department of Christian 
Social Relations, Division of Christian Citizenship, of the National Council of 
the Episcopal Church, has recently come to my attention. The Rev. Arthur E. 
Walmsley is listed as Executive Secretary of this group. A copy of the bulletin 
that I have says, among other things, 

' , 

•’Church officers and laymen are encouraged to take part 
in local direct-action demonstrations. . . .It is absolutely 
essential that picket lines be integrated. White Christians 
are unequivocally urged to join Negroes on the picket line. 

Bishops, other Church officers, and -laymen are urged to make 
this kind of Christian witness at this time....” 

The bulletin states further: ’’The Rt. Rev. Arthur Lichtenberger, Presiding Bishop 
of the Episcopal Church, was recently appointed Chairaan of the new Commission on 
Religion and Race of the National Council of Churches of Christ in America . . . . Its 
immediate and continuing aims are: 1. The encouragement of negotiations, demon- 
stration, and direct action in places of particular crisis. 2. The mobilization 
of resources to encourage legislative and executive acts to bring” total and mas- 
sive integration. ”3. The mobilization of the resources of the Churches in order 
to put their own house in order by desegregating all of the institutions of the 
Church....” This would include St. Mary's College, Thompson Orphanage, etcl, of 
course. Among the people serving on the Commission with Bishop Lichtenberger are 
Dr. Martin 'Luther King, Eugene Carson Blake, and Ralph McGill. The Rev. Mr. 
Walmsley, mentioned above, is reported to have been affiliated in one way or 
another with a number of questionable organizations, one of them being the Emer- 
gency Civil Liberties Committee, which the House Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties says in its Guide to Subversive Organizations and Publications ”.. .actually 
operates as a front :for the Communist ’Party.” Our Episcopal Church :is a member 
of the National Council of Churches and supports it financially. 

Bishop Baker, of the Diocese of North Carolina, has been working with 
the National Council of Churches. I have seen a statement over his signature to 
the effect that he has been a member of the General Assembly of the National Coun- 
cil of Churches a number of times and that he has been serving tinder appointment 
of Bishop Lichtenberger as a member of the General Board of the National Council 
of Churches. Bishop Baker has said that the National Council of Churches "is es- 
sential to the total mission of the Christian Church.”

A short while ago J saw a leaflet entitled AN APPEAL TO THE CON- 
SCIENCE OF NORTH CAROLINIANS from the NORTH CAROLINA CONFERENCE ON RELIGION 
AND RACE. It was unsigned, but it had come in an envelope showing the return 
address as OFFICE OF THE BISHOP COADJUTOR, 802 Hillsboro Street, Raleigh, N.C. 

The Bishop Coadjutor Is Bishop Fraser. This leaflet stated that we must begin 
action that ‘’requires us to seek solutions free from racial or religious bigo- 
try to the problems of educational opportunity, merit employment, public accomm- 
odation, housing, recreation, safety of the person, .and unrestricted voting.” 

This is an indication that Bishop Fraser is using his office to promote total 
and massive racial integration. The leaflet states, "Bigotry, hatred, violence, 
and doctrines of racial superiority have no place in our religious traditions.” 

We would agree with much of this, but the insinuation is that anyone who wishes 
to preserve the white race and culture is moved to do so by bigotry, hatred, etc. 

3 have heard that Bishop Frasef was one of four Episcopal bishops to 
represent the Episcopal Church at a national conference on religion and race 
held in Chicago several months ago. He came back home to appeal to our consci- 
ences. Jfy conscience tells me to try to preserve the white race and white cul- 
ture for my children and grandchildren, and -I don’t appreciate him using the 
Church and the Church’s money as means to promote his race philosophy. 

A leaflet circulated by the National Council of the Episcopal Church 
has been called to my attention recently which gave grave warning to Christians 
who support segregation by either action or inaction, and it called attention to 
the World Council of Churches’ statement which reportedly said that Christians 
failing to work to end segregation are as guilty of undermining their faith as 
those actively engaged in supporting segregation; so, apparently, if you are not 
actively supporting integration, the authorities in the Episcopal Church consider 
you to be guilty of undermining the faith. . 

We hear that progress with racial integration is going on at Vade Mecura. 
Soon, according to the schedule set up, it will be totally integrated. They had 
one camp integrated last simmer that was integrated ahead of schedule, I am told. 

I have the distinct feeling that there is not much room in the Church for 
people who feel as 1 do. 3 feel that people who think the way I think are not 
wanted. .1 don’t.know what to do, but something ought to be done. I wonder if 
there are many people who feel as 1 do. I know of some who do.

"The National Council of Churches has opened a new drive on the 
political front with acceptance of a report charging that foes of 
compulsory integration cf the races enpl „ * ’both a Gestapo and .extra- 
legal nob action to enforce their will.* 

This report was presented to -the NCv Board by the Rev. Dr. Robert 
hT. Pike, executive director of the Commission on Religion and Race, in 
behalf of Protestant Episcopal Bishop Arthur Lichteriberger, chairman of 
the comission. 

In addition to accusing states and individuals of totalitarianism, 
the NCC comission reviewed its own. activity. The commission said -that 
besides recruiting marchers to Washington last Aug. 28, it provided 
.$50,000 :in bail -bonds-for-nore thanp 90 headers in/dcmonstrations-this *■ ■ 

summer. It also reported taking part in demonstrations in. several parts 
of the South. 

Tho NCC comission report, called for increased activity in the 
racial field. -The Rev. 'Martin Luther King,. Jr. , a. member of the corials-, 
sion, admitted, hov.jver, that the sumor's demon stations had produced 
some resentment among white Northerners and had brought a temporary' 
setback to his movement. 

While there is rapidly increasing awareness of the NCC*s involve- 
ment with political groups such os Martin. Luther King’s, movement, it must 
come as a shock to many Protestants to find a church organization resort- 
ing to reckless and wholly unsubstantiated charges. Churchmen throughout 
the nation are likely to be indignant at tho action of the NCC commission 
in comparing resistance to. integration, to .the terrors of Nazi Germany. 

As a matter cf fact, the shoe is oh the other foot. The correct 
analogy between the tvo historical situ „ons is tho demand for compul- 
sory integration, enforced by revolutionary methods. The demonstrators 
which Martin Luther King has trained, and whi^h the NCC is supporting, 
remind many citizens of the Brown Shirt gangs, that the Nazis used to 
break up law and order in Germany in. the 1930s.;
